The electors, in such an emer- 
gency, almost e¢ertainly would 
cast their votes for the vice 
president, Richard Nixon, and 
elect him as President. But 
they would not have to do so. 
They could elect any person 
upon whom they could agree. 
In fact, if they were to get into 
a political tangle, they could so 
disagree it would become nec- 
essary for the House of Repre- 
sentatives to elect a President.

Indeed, 
Alexander Hamilton wanted the 
man chosen as the Chief Execu- 
tive to have life tenure. 

The 12th amendment, adopted 
in 1804, clarified the procedure, 
calling for each elector to cast 
one vote for the President and 
a separate one for the vice pres- 
ident. The candidates who re- 
ceive a majority are elected. If 
mone does, then the House 
chooses from the top three can- 
didates in the electoral voting. 

It is perfectly possible, there 
fore, to Have a President from 
one party and a vice president 
from another, although this is, 
of course, most unlikely. 

At any rate, no President has 
yet been elected. The procedure 
is that the electors shall meet 
in their respective states on the 
first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in December. 

At this session they prepare 
two lists of votes, one for the 
President and one the vice pres- 
ident, and make six copies of 
each. The law further specifies 
the various offices to receive 
these copies in Washington and 
within each state.

Again Close Ranks 


Looking at the present situation in 
the Middle East, one only can conclude 
that the Soviet Union has made a net 
gain and the West has been weakened. 

President Nasser of Egypt has not 
been toppled and perhaps has been 
strengthened as leader of the Moslems 
even though his military power tempo- 
rarily has been destroyed. If Russian 
and Chinese “volunteers” move into 
Egypt, the increasing Communist influ- 
ence in the area will continue. 

While United States and world opin- 
ion were shocked by the unilateral mili- 
tary action of Britain and France, this 
country understood their aims and was 
sympathetic with them. Americans were 
well awafe of the provocations. 

The military actions failed of quick 
success, partly as a result of threats by 
the Russians and partly because of pres- 
sure from the United States and the 
United Nations. The Communists, while 
busily engaged in murdering Hungarians, 
managed to win propaganda honors and 
to pull a maneuver which may or may not 
have been bluff. But to much of the 
world, the British-French cease-fire ap- 
pears to be a result of Soviet threats. 

Announcement that Sir Anthony Eden, 
British prime minister, and French Pre- 
mier Guy Mollet will visit Washington in 
a few days to confer with President 
Eisenhower is good news. The Western al- 
liance must be repaired immediately. The 
result of the break in free world unity 
has been nearly calamitous. 

India’s Prime Minister Nehru said re- 
cently: “In the atomic age, no country 
is likely to be given another chance 
to correct itself and failure-well may 
mean disaster.” Surely events of the past 
few days bear this out. Fortunately, the 
cease-fire and efforts to put the United 
Nations into action to restore order have 
given us another chance. 

The United States has as much to lose 


as anybody in the Middle East. It cannot | 


permit the region to fall to the Commu- 
nists. It cannot, through appeasement, 
permit Gen. Nasser’s mad ambitions to 
drag the world into atomic war. But the 
Egyptian dictator still must be reck- 
oned with. 

Recriminations against the British and 
French will serve no useful purpose. It’s 
time to close ranks and find workable 
solutions to problems which have a po- 
tential for world war. Our costly failure 
in foreign policy cannot stand repetition.

Gallantry of Hungarians 
Immortalized in Verse 


Rarely has the spirit of man so great- 
ly stirred this nation as has that of the 
gallant Hungarians in resistance to the 
Soviet tyranny. 

In New York, Katherine Kovacs Do- 
hanos sent to the New York Times 
magazine a translation of a Hungarian 
poem written more than 100 years ago. 
It was by Alexander Petofi, an outstand- 


ing poet and spokesman for Hungarian 


independence in the war of rebellion 
against Austria in 1848. In that war 
Austria won only because Russia sent 
troops to help her. Petofi, who was 
killed in battle in 1849, left a magnif- 
icent poem. It read, in part: 


“A dreadful vision haunts my soul: 

I might die resting, in a pilloWed-bed!

One of the features which immediately at- 
tracts atfention in the mewer churches is the | 
expressive use of the traditional symbolism of 4 
historic Christianity. The entire story of our faith can be told through 
symbols and this is the reason they seem so appropriate in church 
architecture. Silently and unobtrusively they remind today’s worshipers 
of the cardinal matters of faith and the inspiring moments of spiritual 


The symbol which dominates 
Christian architecture is, of 
course, the Cross of Christ. 
Christianity means the Crogs and 
without it Christianity would be 
largely bereft of meaning. 

Many pages are devoted to pic- 
tures and commentary on cross- 
es. There is, for instance, the 
Greek Cross, which has four arms 
of equal length.

‘Troubling Mind,” “Columbus Stockade Blues,” and “In the Pines,’’ 
plus several thousand twanging others. 


Now is a good time to be think- 
ing about hillbilly music. (Some 
critics say there is no good time.) 

This weekend the Western and 
Country Music Disc Jockey Assn. 
is holding its national convention 
in Nashville. The assemblage of 
approximately 1,500 will be stirred 
by the “Steel Guitar Rag’ and 
there'll be much talk of Elvis 
Presley, a juke-box H-bomb who 
has stretched his vocal cords 
across the entire spectrum of coun- 
try, rhythm-blues and popular mu- 
sic. 

Presley is in a class alone. He 
started out as a straight hillbilly 
singer, but now he’s everywhere. 


“He’s revolutionized the record 
business,”’ one distributor says. 
*“‘Nobody knows where they're go- 
ing. Everything he touches is big.”’ 

This same distributor sees a 
breakdown in the boundaries of 
hillbilly and Tin Pan Alley music. 
Country vocalists are singing pop 
tunes and popular singers are giv- 
ing out with the hillbilly, he says. 

Another distributor says that 
when rock ’n’ roll first came out 
there was a waning in interest in 
the old-time hillbilly, some of its 
followers having picked up and 
taken off after the rocking stuff, 
but he sees now the beginning of a 
going back. 

Don’t get the idea, however, that 
country music is pining, other 
than in the words of its songs.

major record distributor here says 
that type music represents approx- 
imately half of his sales to op- 
erators of coin machines.

Must Be Our Steadfast Aim 


Behind America’s mistakes and flounderings in international affairs 
lies the fault of forgetting or ignoring the fundamental goals toward 
which our policies should lead. What do we want of foreign policy any- 
way? Is peace the be all and end all of our policy? Is peace what the 


> 


nation wants? 


Peace is not enough for its own best analyst of the art and science 
of of waging conflict. Von Clause- 
witz described war as an instru- 
ment of foreign policy, used when 
other methods of gaining a nation’s 
ends in international affairs have 
failed. 

What we work for in America. 
then, is neither war nor peace. 
Neither-is our goal the ‘‘peaceless- 
ness’ of the present time when 
all nations live on the brink ot 
tragedy and war thoughts domi- 
nate the intercourse of states. 

We work toward the independ- 
ence of human beings, including 
freedom for ourselves. As long: as 
the cloud of war boils black over- 
head there is no freedom because 
we are slaves of the very threat 
we seek to avoid. 

Korea offers an example. We 
did not move into Korea to fight a 
war but to secure the independence 
of an invaded nation and assert the 
right for freedom of those . peoples 
threatened by Soviet enslavement 
—enslavement of mind 
person. 

Freedom for ourselves and man- 
kind—no nation could set a loftier 
motive; no motive could provide 
more reason for determination and 
perseverance to its. promise. 


sake. America seeks peace, 
course, but America’s goal is in- 
dependence for herself and for the 
rest of the world. If we have inde- 
pendence and freedom, with peace, 
our objective is realized. 

We have lost sight of that objec- 
tive in our compulsion to avoid 
shooting at anyone or being shot 


mitted Hitler to move into the 
Rhineland, when we_ permitted 
Mussolihi to march into Ethiopia, 
when we permitted Jordan and Is- 
rael to raid each other’s borders. 

There has’ been a great deal 
written by warriors studying the 
lechnique of fighting itself or by 
historians who seize on wars as 
pegs for support of their outlines 
or their arbitrary turning points 
of history. 

But history has turned before the 
war. Wars do not turn history or 
change its course; the course has 
changed and the war is a result of 
the change and a tool of the 
change. . 

War has resisted a definition 
but the use of war was put many 
years ago by a German strategist 
who holds sway today as history’s

The publiction by Pravda in 
Moscow of a long article by 
Premier Hoxha of Albania attack- 
ing the Yugoslav concept of 
“different roads to socialism’’ 
was viewed by Communists here 
as an event of possibly great 


significance. 


SIMILAR ASSAULT 


Other reports reaching Bel- 
grade told of a similar assault 
against Tito by leading members 
of the Bulgarian, French and 
Czechoslovak Communist parties 
this past week. When added to 
the prominence given WHoxha’s 
article by Pravda and by Tass 
News Agency, the outline of an 
essentially directed offensive 
against Tito, could be seen. 

In a prudently worded and 
guarded article, the Saturday 
morning edition of Borba, organ 
of the» Yugoslav Communists, 
acknowledged its awareness of 
the possibility the Stalinist old 
guard may have gained the upper 
hand in the Moscow Politburo. 

Borba printed long extracts 
from Hoxha’s article and cited 
other efforts to put the responsi- 
bility on Yugoslavia for the erup- 
tions in Poland and Hungary. 


TITO’S WORST ENERY 

Hoxha, the worst of Tito’s en- 
emies among Moscow’s puppets 
in Eastern Europe, did not men- 
tion Yugoslavia directly. He at- 


every nation’s right to develop so- 
clalism according to local condi- 
tion and urged Communists to re- 


|tain the Soviet as its only guide 


and model. 


Borba said the campaign in 
Eastern Europe against Yugo- 
slavia was “neither isolated nor 
individual.’”” It was a “uniform 
campaign,” the paper _ said, 
adding: 

“There is no doubt about it. 
Primarily it is an attempt to 
avoid an explanation of the true 
reasons for the clash in Hungary.”’ 


YOUGOSLAVIAN VIEW 


The Yugoslav explanation for 
the uprising in Hungary has been 
that Stalinist policies created mass 
popular discontent and that both 
the Communist Party and Hun- 
garian people resented ‘‘Stalinist’’ 
—that is Soviet—domination of the 
country. 

Borba also noted ‘“‘some Eastern 
European newspapers” had elim- 
inated essential portions of the 
programs of Hungarian Premier 
Janos Kadar, notably those calling 
for the establishment of workers 
councils, changes in agricultural 
policies and equal relations with 
the Soviet. These are some of the 
basic plans in Yugoslavia’s pro- 
gram of national communism. 

Borba warned that ‘‘any at- 
tempt to shift criticism of the 
Stalinist policy to Yugoslavia can 
only contribute to the creation of 
distrust in the relations between 
our country and some countries 
in Eastern Europe, and hamper 
the heretofore commendable de- 
velopment of friendly relations 
between Yugoslavia and these 
countries.’’ 


BLAST AT SOVIET 


Soviet, which signed a comimon 
declaration with Yugoslavia on 
June 20 this year stating the prin- 
ciple of ‘different roads _ to 
socialism.”’ 

Borba coupled its ‘warning to 
the East with an answer to West- 
ern critics of its aloof stand on 
Hungary. It said that ‘‘Yugo- 
slav public opinion and policy 
cannot approve such (Red army) 
intervention.’’ However, it re- 
peated its argument that coun- 
ter-revolution and reaction had 
menaced the Socialist society of 
Hungary and that as a Socialist 
state Yugoslavia could not sup- 
port such an attempt. . 
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ouster would lead to war like that 
in Hungary. The newspapers re- 
peatedly pleaded for trust in the 
new Communist party secretary, 
Viedyslaw Gomulka, to get a 
new deal from the Russians with- 
out bloodshed. 

‘“‘Let’s believe in Gomulka,”’ said 
the Communist students’ biweekly 
Konstrasty, published in the’ Dan- 
zig-Gdynia area.

dperson. Why 
have all of my 
efforts towards 
healing gone 
awry in this manner?—F. F. B. 

ANSWER: The problem of hu- 
man suffering ts one of the most 
difficult ones to solve. Although 
the Bible has something to sAdy 
about it, it does not promise 
complete healing to everyone. 
Many have n wonderfully 
healed, either through prayer or 
through the skill of the physi- | 
cian. Our bodies are so won- 
derfully made that in the ma- 


jority of cases, we get well with | 


little or no special treatment. 

There is a divine purpose in 
suffering, and the Christian sins 
who bitterly complains when 
there is no relief in store. Suf- 
fering is a discipline that brings 
out the genuineness of our pro- 
fession. It is a kind of chastise- 
ment that sweetens and enriches 
the true Christian, while it makes 
the false Christian bitter and re- 
sentful. Suffering must be ac- 
cepted with a certain degree of 
resignation and submission. 

If God has not healed you di- 
rectly, and if the physicians 
have failed, it is evident that 
there is a divine purpose in it. 
I would certainly urge you to 
cease’ complaining and end your 
resentment and seek through the 
Scripture the individual answer to 


your problem. 


Court Okays Officials’ Suit 
For Fees Paid Floyd County 


The Georgia Court of Appeals said Friday the ordinary and 
superior court clerk of Floyd County are entitled to sue the county 
for recovery of fees paid into the county treasury under an uncon- 


stitutional salary act. 

The opinion by Judge B. C. 
Gardner reversed a ruling of 
Floyd Superior Court Judge M. G. 
Hicks, who sustained the county’s 
motion to dismiss the suit of Mel- 
vin Owens, court clerk, and C. H. 
Hollingsworth Jr., the ordinary. 


Owens sued for $69,030.59 and 
Hollingsworth for $5,124.96. 

The suit was based on a Geor- 
gia Supreme Court decision of 
October, 1955, declaring uncon- 
stitutional an act of 1950 chang- 
ing the salaries of these two of- 
fices from a fee system to a sal- 
ary basis. 

The act went into effect Jan. 1, 
1953, and Owens and Hollings- 
worth last year attacked the va- 
lidity of the act in a suit for a 
declaratory judgment. Hicks 
ruled the act invalid and was up- 
held by the Supreme Court. 

Owens and Hollingsworth then 
sued the county for the difference 
between the. amount they were 
paid in salaries for themselves 
and their deputies and the 


amount of the fees they collected 
and turned in to the county in 
1953-54-55. Hicks ruled that al- 
though the act was unconstitu- 
tional they could not recover on 
the principle that the county 
could not be sued and that money 
paid under a mistake of law can 
not be recovered. 

In reversing that ruling, the 
appellate court said the suit was 
brought under the theory that re- 
covery was possible because the 
county could not “in equity and 
good conscience”’ retain the mon- 
ey and that in such cases the 
county could be sued.

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U. of Ga. Students Plead 


For Staffer Hazing Ousted 


The Board of Regents interrupted their formal pro- 


ceedings Friday to consider 
methods. 


The occasion arose when seven. 
University of Georgia students ap- 
peared to plead for the reinstall 
tion of R. L. Brittain, who was dis- 
charged as freshman counselor fol- 
lowing the recent forehead-brand- 
ing incident at Athens. 

Spokesman for the students was 
Bill Auld of Athens, a second year 
law student. He explained that 
Brittain was relieved of his po- 
sition because he had unlocked the 
doors of the students whose fore- 
heads were later painted with a 
silver nitrate solution. 


Auld said it was “regrettable’”’ 
that the five students being hazed 
for breaking freshman rules were 
scarred, He added that three of the 
five no longer have traces of the 
“G”’ painted in silver nitrate. One 
of these three, Cliff Benton of Cov- 
ington, was present. Auld further 
said that doctors said _ there 
would soon. be no trace of the 
burns on the other two. i 

The students contended that 
Brittain had ‘‘no idea’’ of any pos- 
sible harmful effects, that he had 
told the freshmen they didn’t have 
to go with the hazers and that he 
had done “‘splendid work’’ as fresh- 
man counselor. Auld said that the 
Sophomore honor society in charge 
of enforcing freshman rules, Bif- 
tad, had used silver nitrate in past 
years and that it had only stained 
the skin of its victims for a few 
days.
